of species 2 is an excessive light processing member having a parallel absorbing 
surface construction, the absorbing surface construction having the utility of absorbing 
excessive light; and the inventive step of species 3 is an excessive light processing 
member having a repeated curvatious pattern structure, the repeated curvatious pattern 
structure having the utility of dispersing excessive light.
